LONG SHOTS TO THE FORE 

HORSES AT LUCRATIVE ODDS ACCOUNT FOR 
HALF OF NORFOLK CARD. 



Choices Take Remaining Races — Korm&k Wins Ches- 
apeake Handicap — Aspirin Scores Over Horses 
Which Are Picked to Beat Him, 



Norfolk, Va., November 16.— Choices and outsid- 
ers divided the honors at the Jamestown Jockey 
Club's track this afternoon. The second, fifth and 
sixth races were won by two favorites and a second 
choice, and the others went to long shots. Specula- 
tion was keener than on any day during the meet- 
ing and some of the big operators lost heavily. 
Truck conditions showed a big improvement as com- 
pared with the past few days. It is this continual 
change in the going here that makes it so hard to 
pick winners. 

In today's feature race, the Chesapeake Handicap, 
a dash of one mile and a sixteenth. Ivormak showed 
a smart performance. The firm footing suited him 
and showing keen speed he drew away into a com- 
manding lead on the backstretch, which he retained 
without much effort to the end. At the finish Hop- 
kins was easing him. The defeat of Blackford in 
this race was costly for his stable. 

Young Byrne had the mounts on two winners. 
Camellia and Aspirin. The latter receded in tin- 
betting from 6 to 5 to 11 to 5 under the influence of 
tremendous backing for Mexoana and Rose Queen. 
The latter was starting for the first time in the col- 
ors of H. G. Bedwell. Rose Queen flattered her 
backers by taking the lead soon after the start, but 
iifter going half a mile she quit and at the end was 
lieaten by Aspirin and Eagle Bird. Aspirin came 
from last place and won in a canter by half a dozen 
lengths. 

John W. Pangle, who has a knack for putting 
over long shots, saddled Henotic, winner of the first 
race. Lady McGee was a topheavy favorite in this 
race, but ran disappointingly. Henotic left the bar- 
rier with great speed and after opening a long lead, 
lasted long enough to beat the fast finishing Lady 
McGee a head. The defeat of the latter resulted in 
her changing owners, William Walker claiming her 
for $600. 

“Lucky Jack’’ McGinnis furnished the winner of 
the sixth race in Cu Bon, which beat Golconda a 
neck. Cu Bon has never shown a great amount of 
ypee<l or consistency. Today's race was a selling 
affair with all entries to be sold for $300. H. 
Burttschell, who recently acquired Golconda, 
promptly boosted Cu Bon to $50o and Mr. McGinnis 
permitted him to take the gelding at that figure. 
While St. Joseph was being warmed up for this 
race, he broke down. He was the public choice 
for the race and all wagering was declared off. The 
layers then made Cu Bon first choice and he went 
to the post a 2 to 1 favorite. 

The most important piece of news during the 
afternoon was the announcement that A. B. Dade 
would do the starting at Charleston this winter. 
Mr. Dade was given the option of going to Char- 
leston by II. I). Brown and he availed himself of 
the chance of making the change. The fact that 
the Charleston people have secured Mr. Dade means 
much for the success of racing at that point. He 
is as good a starter as there is in the country and 
he has the confidence of public and horsemen alike. 

Joseph A. Murphy arrived from St. Louis this 
morning and assumed the duties of his position as 
one of the stewards. Mr. Murphy reports that the 
new fair grounds track under course of construction 
at St. Louis is about two-thirds completed. He 
found on his arrival in St. Louis after the close of 
the Laurel meeting that the contractor in charge of 
the work was in financial difficulties and this forced 
him to take personal charge of the work. It is ex- 
pected that the new club will have 2,000 members 
by next spring. The best people in Missouri are 
taking an active interest in the club and the plans 
tall for the construction of a handsome and commo- 
dious clubhouse. 

J. L. Holland, who is racing n big string here in 
charge of trainer John Powers, arrived today from 
New York. Mr. Holland only recently returned to 
America from an extended trip abroad. In the 
event of racing being revived in New York next 
year, Mr. Holland contemplates sending to the other 
side and purchasing some high-class material to race 
in this country. 

E. II. Garrison, accompanied by John I. McGann. 
of New York, arrived this morning.' Mr. McGann 
is gathering together a stable to race at one of the 
winter tracks. He purchased Captain Swanson from 
F. C. Piper and Maromara of William Garth. Mr. 
Garrison now has eight horses in his stable and 
will increase its strength to about a dozen before 
going south. 

T. J. Shannon came from Latonia with joekey C. 
Turner. He also brought his own stable and two 
horses for James MacManus, including the two- 
year-old Presumption. 

Maurice Welsh was an arrival from Marlboro. 



SENSATIONAL WORK BY A YEARLING. 

Lexington, Ky., November 16. — The yearling chest- 
nut colt by Disguise — Quadruplex. dam of Sterling 
Towers and I’ettijohn, by Order, worked a quarter in 
22 seconds and cantered out the three-eighths in 
63* over the Kentucky Association course this morn- 
ing. Tbe work was witnessed by Charles H. Berry- 
man, who bred the colt, T. C. McDowell, who is 
training him, W. Howard MeCorkle, who represents 
A. W. McCracken, of Brandon, Manitoba, a recent 
purchaser of the colt from Messrs. Charles H. 
Berryman and John McClintock; also by J. W. May, 
John McCafferty, James P. Ross and others. The 
timing was done by Messrs. McDowell, May and Mc- 
Cafferty. The last-named caught the quarter in 
21$. It was the fastest work ever shown over the 
local track and Mr. McDowell says he is the greatest 
colt he ever saddled. 

Mr. Berryman said tonight that he made a mistake 
in selling the colt, for which he is reported to have 
received $2,000. Mr. McCracken came here a month 
ago and personally selected the colt. 

After working an eighth in 11? for trainer James 
P. Ross this morning, the chestnut colt by Dick 
Welles — Lady Martha, belonging to A. L. Kirby of 
Cincinnati, dropped dead. 

J. B. Campbell is here in the interest of the 
stakes for the Charleston meeting. 

The trainers at the local track are proposing a 
matinee for Saturday, November 25th, the chief fea- 
ture of which will be a tryout of yearlings. 



RUSHING WORK AT CHARLESTON. 

Charleston, S. C., November 16. — At West, in the 
suburbs of Charleston, where the Charleston Fair 
and Racing Association owns a tract of 10S acres 
of land, the work of building a modern race course 
Is being pushed as rapidly as possible. Forty teams 
are at work grading the course and this number 
will shortly be doubled. Work has already begun 
on the quarters for the horses and something like 
fifty stalls have been completed. The stalls are be- 
ing pushed to completion as rapidly as possible in 
order to accommodate the thoroughbreds which will 
begin arriving here within tbe course of the next 
two weeks. Accommodations for 800 horses will lie 
available by the time the race meeting opens in 
January. 



LATONIA WELL NIGH DESERTED, 

Comparatively Few of Horses That Recently Raced 
There Remain at Kentucky Course. 

Cincinnati, 0., November 16. — With the departure 
today of the racing strings owned by H. C. Hallen- 
beck and John W. Schorr, the Latonia track is 
pretty well divested of horses. Those still quar- 
tered at the course are owned by horsemen who have 
not fully matured their plans for winter operations 
or those awaiting more definite news relative to Ha- 
vana and Charleston prospects. Tbe Hallenbeck and 
Schorr consignments went to Louisville, where they 
go into winter quarters at Douglas Park. The lot 
embraces representative material that cut a wide 
swath in American racing this season. The acknowl- 
edged champion Worth, in the Hallenbeck stable, 
will bo allowed to roam for some time in tbe pad- 
docks of the Greenberg farm near Lonisville before 
being put back in training. He will be the logical 
winter favorite for the Kentucky Derby of 1912. for 
which event trainer Taylor will point him. Adams 
Express, Stinger, Housejnaid and Azyiade are others 
in the Hallenbeek consignment that will be rested 
during the winter. The Schorr shipment included 
Star Charter, winner of the Latonia Endurance 
Stakes. Froglegs, Edda, John Reardon. Senator 
Sparks, Tom Hayward and Hamilton. It is the in- 
tention of Mr. Schorr to add to these next spring by 
the purchase of several youngsters that may show 
up to advantage. 

Today’s departures also included the twenty-six 
horses owned by R. F. Carman and the horses in 
charge of trainer William Karrlek that are owned 
by Messrs. H. K. Knapp and F. R. Hitchcock. The 
big shipment went by special train to Aiken, S. C.. 
where they will rest until the opening of racing at 
Charleston. S. C. The entire Carman stable will 
race at Charleston and so will several of trainer 
Karrick’s charges. 

Several cars of miscellaneously owned horses were 
shipped yesterday and today to Norfolk, where they 
will lie raced. Among those still at Latonia aro 
the horses of W. O. Joplin. G. H. Marlman and A. 
J. Gorey. They are intended for Havana racing and 
will likely be sent to New Orleans to embark there 
by steamer for the Cuban capital. 

C. E. Hamilton’s sturdy campaigner. Stone Street, 
has probably terminated his racing career for all 
time, as he came out of the Latonia Endurance 
Stakes in such bad condition that it is doubtful if 
be will again stand training. 

General Manager John Haehmeister is still activelv 
engaged in closing up matter connected with the 
past season oi racing and will be here until about 
the first of January. 

MANY HORSES AT LEXINGTON. 

Owners to Tarry There Awhile Before Departure for 
Various Winter Tracks. 

Lexington, Ky., November 16. — Arrivals from La- 
tonia have swelled the total of horses on the grounds 
of the Kentucky Association to 300 head, this num 
bor including many yearlings. However, but few of 
the older horses in training will remain here fqr 
the entire winter, as J. N. Camden’s string is the 
only important one wbieli will not do some racing 
on one of the winter tracks. T. C. McDowell will 
take a number of his >horses to Havana, Cuba, but 
most of the stables will go to Charleston. 

Among the strings which arrived from Latonia 
was that of J. N. Camden, in charge of trainer 
Jack Keene. In the stable of the Woodford county 
turfman were Wheelwright, M erode, Bonne Chance, 
Batwa and others. Mr. Keene does not intend to do 
any winter racing and will keep his horses here dur 
ing the cold weather. Besides the horses he has 
been racing be lias Praetorian, Boola Booia and on- 
or two otters turned out at Harland Stud, as well 
as a band of yearlings that trainer Clem Pierce has 
had at the local track for some time past. 

W. L. Lewis was another arrival. Jack Baker 
came with Jeff Bernstein and the horses of J. C. 
Milam, including the veteran Merrick. John Furlong 
and the two-year-old Morristown, the medium of a 
good killing by Mr. Milam and his friends a short 
while agd. Mr. Milam will take his horses to 
Charleston, S. C.. about January 1 to race there. 

Green B. Morris, one of the oldest trainers now 
racing came in with Jenny Geddes and one or two 
others. He will rest here a short while and then 
go to Charleston. 

John Rodegap. another veteran of many years on 
the turf, was also an arrival. He has seven good 
campaigners, including Handzaretta. Hazel Burke. 
Rose Oneil, and Billiken. He intends to go to 
Charleston. 

S. It. Hughes came in with Ethel Samson, Andra 
josa and others and may take them later to the 
South Carolina city. W. L. Lewis, Gallaher Bros, 
and Tandy Hughes have also arrived. In the 
Gallaher string are Toison d’Or, Irisbtown, Rash. 
Clearwater and others. They already have eight or 
nine head at the track, mostly yearlings. 

W. J. Young came with Detect, Henry Hutchison. 
Manager Mack, Aviator and one or two others. Mr. 
Y'oung intends to race at Charleston, as does D. 
Riley, who arrived with Leamence. Will Wallace, 
with his good colt. Duquesne, also arrived, and he 
also will go to Charleston. Pat Donnelly is here 
with Ethel D., as are Dillard Hill with Grover 
Hughes, Bob Co, Austin StOrtevant and one or two 
others, and Walter Grater, with Ethelda. SiF Blaise 
and Oreen. C. D. Chenault’s good gelding, Milton 
B.. is also among the recent arrivals. 

Three of the biggest stables that have arrived will 
leave in about two weeks for Havana, Cuba, where 
they will race this winter. These are the stables of 
Gallaher Bros., T. C. McDowell and J. W. May. Mr. 
McDowell has in bis stable one of the best two-year- 
olds of the year. The Manager, and Star Jasmine. 
Affable, lima. True Blue, all two-year-olds except 
Uma, and ten highly-bred yearlings, sisters and 
brothers and half-sisters ami half-brothers to the 
useful crop of two-year-olds racing this year thai 
were bred at Ashland Farm, in the May stable 
are Sea Cliff, Miss Wiggs, Slim Princess and Light 
O’ M’ Life. Countless has been sent to Nashville, 
the home of his owner, John G. Greener. Mr. May 
has eighteen yearlings at the Lexington track.

Washington, 1). C.. November 16.— The largest 
crowd of the week was present at the Marlboro track 
this afternoon and once again the layers had a dis 
astrous experience, for the six races were evenly 
divided between favorites aud second choices. While 
the track had dried out considerably, it still was 
heavy next to the rail. 

W. B. Carson was again in the limelight today, 
and be went one better than usual by capturing three 
purses. He won the opening dash with Billy Han 
cock, the fifth with Tippy and the closing race with 
Hatteras. this being the first race in which Ilatteras 
has scored since joining the Carson stable. Schewbig 
had the mounts on Tippy and Hatteras, while J. 
Bergen piloted Billy Hancock, and as the last- 
named also won with Susan, it meant two wins for 
each rider. 

The start of the race won by Susan was delayed 
for seventeen minutes, as New Star threw Clement 
three times and ran away. Finally New Star was 
sent away aloue and then the others were started so 
that many who had backed New Star thought he 
was the winner when he led Susan past the finish.
